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CARDINAL FARLEY DECLINES TC 
SIGN DECLARATION OF LOYALTY 


NEW YORK, March 17.—It became 
known tonight that Cardinal Farley re- 
fused to sign the declaration of loy- 
Alty that is being presented for signa- 
ture to citizens of New York by the 
Mayor’s Committee on National. De- 
tense. 

Cardinal Farley’s refusal to sign. was 
explained by Mgr. Thomas G. Carroll, 
his secretary. 

His eminence, prepared to back up 
the President in case the break leads to 
hostilities, nevertheless feels that as 
a churchman he should not sign—cer- 
tainly should not help—any movement 
that might foment war feeling. 

The pledge is, of course, directed 
against Germany. His eminence has no 
animosity toward any nationality. Re- 
ligiously> he feels an obligation not to 
forward anything that could create bit- 


tered the enemy’s positions on à front 
of about 16 miles and occupied the vil- 
lages of Fresnes, Horgny, VI -Car- 
Loneile, Barleux, Eterpigny and La Mal- 
sonette. 

“North of the river we are in posses- 
sion of the villages of Le Transloy, 
Biefvillers, Bihucourt, Achiet-Le-Grand, 
Achiet-Le-Petit, Ablainsevelle, Bucquoy 
and Essarts. We also hold Quesnoy 
Farm, 1500 yards northeast of the last- 
named village and have gained the west- 
ern and northwestern defenses of 
Monchy-Au-Bois.”’ \ 


Bapaume is considered a position of 
vital military importance on the Franco- 
Belgian front. It lies at the limit ot the 
‘Artois Hills, which afford support for 
the defense in attacks from the west 
and south, for beyond it laß the plains 
of Flanders, with Cambrai, Valen- 
ciennes and Doual in view. Its capture, 
it has been held by military writers, 
will probably serve to make Peronne 
untenable and render St. Quentin an 
unsafe place for the shelter of the Ger- 
man staff.

John Bannon, international vice presi- 
dent of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen, who has headquarters at the 
American Annex, said yesterday that 
2500 trainmen in St Louis are holding 
themselves in readiness to strike when- 
ever the order comes, and that in their 
view the postponement merely means 
that the situation tomorrow morning 
will be the same as that which obtained 
yesterday morning.

After tho exchanz3 
of views, the rules and regulations will 
be passed upon and promulgated by th 
three departments which are charged 
with international and military dutjes, 
Maj. McArthur and Commander Bel- 
knap, who will represent the War and 
Navy Departments, respectively, i. 
forming the regulations, have beef act- 
ing as censors of the departments in 
advising the Secretaries what military 
information should be made public.

30 IN CREW PERISH 


Airship Hit at 2-Mile Altitude 
by French Anti-Air Craft 
Gun. 


PARIS, March U. -A Zeppelin has 
been shot down in flames near Com- 
peigne and its crew were lost, it was 
announced today. rg 

It was sighted shortly before dawn 
and was reached by French antl-air- 


craft guns at a great height, probably, 


more than two miles. 

The Zeppelin, after being hit by a 
shell, seemed to hang in the air for two 
or three minutes, during which time the 
crew threw overboard their bombs. The 
missiles fell in a field and many did not 
explode on coming into contact . with 
the soft earth.

The Zeppelin took fire, flames jet- 
| ting out as compartment after compart- 
ment of hydrogen gas exploded. Several 
men jumped from the gondolas before 
the blasing fabric began to fall.

‘TO AMERICAN NOTE 


1e Declared and Co- 
operation Pledged to Keep 
Hemisphere Out of War. 


MEXICO CITY, March 17.—I answer 
to the communicaflén of the United 
States to the Mexican note which pro-} 
poses that the neutral nations tntie in 
an effort to bring about. peace in 
Europe, or, as an alternative, place an 
embargo on shipments to belligerent 
countries, the Mexican Government is- 
sued tonight an absolute declaration of 
neutrality, as follows: | 

In view of the enswer of the United 
States to the note which the first chief 
directed to the Governments of the neu- 
tral countries in favor of peace, the 
Government of Mexico proposes’ to co- 
operate with its efforts to keep the 
countries of this continent out of the 
European conflict, and will continue its 
efforts with neatral countries with the 
object of securing Buropean peace.“ 

aCndor Aguilar, the foreign minister, 
had a conference late last night. The 


the same time as the Mexican statement. 
It said in effect that the United States 
was unable to join, as Mexico had pro- 
posed, in a communication of the neu- 
tral power to the belligerents, to bring 
the war to an end either through their 
own efforts or through the mediation of 
neutrals, because the President had al- 
ready made such a proposal, and one of 
the belligerents had simply increased its 
efforts. 

The note also instanced the plot dis- 
covered by the United States, through 
which one of the belligerents planned to 
involve Mexico and Japan against the 
United States.

Reareé on Missouri Farm. 

Billy Connett—quotation marks are no 
more needed with his first ndme than 
with Billy Sunday’s—was brought up on 
a farm in Buchanan County, near St. 
Joseph. St. Louis friends who have vis- 
ited the old homestead say he is related 
to most of the inhabitants of several 
townships. 

He came to St. Lou when he wae 
16 years did, to study in the Manual 
Training School, and later in the law 
school of Washington Wniversity. In 
1 after University of Virginia 
had added a law degree to the one he 
got here, Connett suspended his modest 
shingle in the breeze. — : 

He started the practice of law in prop- 
er fashion, with an office and a part- 
ner.

There was a vacant legal position in 
the City Counselor's office in 1907, and a 
number of Connett's friends among the 
younger Democratic lawyers went to 
Mayor Wells to ask the appointment 
for him. | 

Wells talked with Connett, and talked 
with others about him. Then he ap- 
pointed his private’ secretary to the va- 
‘cant legal job. nnett, somewhat dis- 
appointed, went into a new law part- 
nership, The partnership lasted three 
days, and then Mayor Wells offered 
Connett the position of private secretary. 
Connett took it.

As secretary, Connett did not epend 
all his time at his desk in the Mayor’s 
outer office. He left a police Sergeart 
and office boys on guard and went 
around the oity hall, finding how the 
cifferent departments were run, and then 
around the city institutions, finding out 
useful facts about them and their man- 
agement. 

When some ward statesmen began to 
show yearnings for a return of the pre- 
Wolk boodle days, Connett worked with 
a Republican Ctreuit Attorney to set a 
marked-bill trap.

All nattons have practically 
reached a common golutior™ as to the 
fighting scout machines, which must be 
very fast, a rapid-climber, and quick 
at maneuvering. The German Fokker 
single decker is a good example. This 
has a speed of 120 to 130 miles per hour 
and can climb 1000 feet per minute.

“During the Russo-Japanese War.“ he 
continued, “I was so impressed by the 
fact that a Japanese field artillery bri- 
gade had fired an average of 500 rounds 
per gun during the 10 days’ battle of 
Mukden. This represented about 10 tons 
of ammunition per gun. I then remarked 
that the consumption of artillery am- 
munition in future wars would be limit- 
ed only by the ability of the transport 
service to bring it forward. In Europe 
the railroads, good wagon roads and the 
moter trucks have so well solved the 
problem of transportation that the ex- 
penditure of ammunition is now limited 
only by the ability to manufacture it. 
Repeated instances have come to my 
notice where German field batteries have 
expended 50 per cent more rounds per 
gun in 2 hours than the aforemen- 
tioned Japanese guns did in 10 days. 
Earl Kitchener stated accurately that 
this was a war of munitions, and it is 
a fact that today the whole world, the 
United States not excepted, is one vast 
arsenal working rfght and day and em- 
ploying millions of men, women and chil- 
dren. 

Change in Ammunition’s Character. 

“With the increase of artillery has 
also come a change in the character 
of the ammunition. While shrapnel is 
still unquestfonably best against person 
nel, the strong field works and ob- 
stacles now so common in trench war- 
fare call for more violent and powerful 
action. The high explosive shell has, 
therefore, become the most common 
type of ammunition and I venture that 
three-fourths of all the ammunition used 
is of this kind. Its use alone enables 
strong field works and obstacles to b. 
pulverized and the defenders literally 
blasted from the earth and the way 
paved for a successful infantry ad- 
vance. 5 

„The Germans were the first to show 
how this must be done when they made 
their masterful break through the Rus- 
sian front at Tarnow-Garlice in May. 
1915, where they crushed the Russian 
defenses after four hours’ drum fire, 
expending 10,000 tons of ammunition. 
But this was mere child's play to later 
developments. In the Champagne in 
September, 1915, the French drummed 
the German limes for 70 hours continu- 
ously and the Somme offensive was 
inaugurated by an overwhelming artil- 
elry fire for eight days before and in- 
fantry advances. 

„At the beginning of the war Ger- 
many had just finished her machine 
gun organization providing one machine 
gun company of six guns for each regi- 
ment of infantry of 3000 men and one 
company for each battalion of Jaegers 
For cavalry dtwisions she had also 
organized about 15 machine gun detach- 
ments, each of six guns. Today Ger- 
meny has at least three machine gun 
ccmpanies per infantry regiment, prob- 
ably more. New organizations of ma- 
chine gun units have been constantly 
springing up, including mountain organ- 
izations, some forming parts of regi- 
ments and others extra regimental. The 
machine gun saves men, therefore life, 
and to this fact is due the large increase 
in this weapon. , . 

“I have spéken briefly of the three 
most conspicuots lessong of the war 
There are many others which time pre- 
cludes from discussion. The prevailing 
trench warfare has developed many 
specialties which, f not entirely new 
in principle, are at least new in ap- 
plication. I need mention here only 
such matters as hand grenades, mine 
throwers, gas, flame throwers, special 
trench weapons, and means for illumi- 
nation of the foreground. 

“During October, 1916, the monotony 
of prevailing trench warfare was re- 
lieved by a brilliant bit of maneuver 
warfare. I refer to the campaign in Ru- 
mania. When the history of this cam- 
paign is written, I venture to say that 
it will be found most interesting. I do 
not intend here to enter into any dis- 
cussion of the campaign, but will show 
you a few recent pictures forwarded to 
me a few days before the rupture of dip- 
lomatic relations. 

“How long will the war last? This 
question is frequently asked. I answer, 
I do not know. It would seem as if the 
strain must soon tell and that some one 
of the principal nations would break. 
From a purely military standpoint, there 
is no ground for believing that a decision 
can be reached in the immediate future. 
But other forces are at work and these 
may decide the issue. Economic condi- 
tions are trying everywhere, especially 
in the case of the Middle Powers. It is 
certain that the German people are on 
the edge of starvation and the bravest 
man will succumb to an empty stomach. 
I believe Germany is prepared to enter- 
tain terms of peace and to go a long 
way to get them. Her case is that of 
the man who has caught a wildcat by 
the tail. He needs no help to hold on, 
but would like some to let go. 

Hie View ef Preparedness Here. 

“And what does the world war mean 
to the United States? One thing is cer- 
tain and that is if we manage to keep 
out we will have all the money in the 
world and Europe will have all the 
guns. The period of readjustment is one 
fraught with grave possibilities, in 
which we may become involved only too 
early. That we are not entirely with- 
out apprehe on this point is evi- 
Genced by the move for preparedness 
of which one hears so much these days. 

“As I look over the field I find all 
kinds of societies, associations and com- 
mittees for mobilising anything and 
everything, industries, food nitrates,| 

A few days ago I way 
even waited upon by a committee of 
the National Association for Prison Re- 
form, which had mobilised to take care 
of the civil internes which we may ex- 
pect to have in case of war with a 
foreign Power. In justice to the com- 
mittee I must say that its plans are 
entirely practicable, well worked out, 
and will be useful in certain eventuali- 
ties. 

“In short, the move for preparedness 
is bearing some fruit, but alas! in one 
direction only. It is all directed toward

THE BURSTING OF TWO BUBBLES.

True the city of 
Haroun Al Raschid was the terminus of the Ger- 
man dream road to the Far East, but it was never- 
theless hard to understand why England should 
give so much effort to shattering a German hope 
while grim realities faced it on so many other 
fronts. | 4 

The reason for the British effort in the Irak is 
best explained by the utterances of Rohrbach, the 
great German publicist and historian in 1911. He 
wrote: : 
One factor and one alone will determine the 


possibility of a. successful issue for Germany 
in a war with Great Britain; whether or not 


situation. A direct attack on England across 
the North Sea is out of the question; the pros- 
pect of a German invasion of England is a 
fantastic dream. It is necessary to discover 
another combination in order to hit England 
in a vulneratie spot. England 
can be attacked and mortally wounded by land 
from Europe only in one place—LEXgypt. 

The conquest of Egypt by Turkey would im- 
peril England's hold over her 60,000,000 Mo- . 
hammedan subjects in India, besides prejudic- 
ing her relations with Persia and Afghanistan. 
Turkey, however; can never dream of conquer- 
ing Egypt until she ts mistress of a developed 
railroad system in Asia Minor and Syria and 
until, though the progress of the Anatolian 
railway to Bagdad, she is in a position to with- 
stand an attack by Bngland upon Mesopotamia.

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FROM CZARDOM.TO REPUBLIC. 

The joyous news that comes out of Russia 
is not without cause for concern. 

The leaders of the revolution hdve reasoned 
daringly in reaching the decision not to halt half 
way in progress to popular rule. Having abol- 
ished autocracy, they found no reason for con- 
tinuing any of the fictions of autocracy. While 
public opinion and the form of the rule that is 
to be are still plastic in their hands, why should 
they set up even provisionally a government 
which might be an obstacle to national aspira- 
tions after the war and which they might be 
compelled to pull down? 

But reasoning daringly, have they also rea- 
soned wisely at this time of stress and need for 
strength and centralization in directing national 
effort? 

They have dealt effectively with the prob- 
lem of a powerful Czardom. The Emperor, 
in a manifesto of patriotic self-abnegation that 
will always be memorable, proclaimed not only his 
own abdication in the interest of Russian unity, 
but that of his young son. His brother, Duke 
Michael, refused the crown. The republican leaders 
also seem to have dealt effectively with the prob- 
lem of the privileged classes. Many of the great 
families of the nobility are co-operating in the 
purpose of the revolution. ; 
of serious opposition from others. 

, But they still. have the church to deal with. 
Full religious freedom is one of the corner stones 
of the new republic. This means immediately 


and state. What will be the attitude toward 
this great advance of the most powerful and 
tenacious of all factors of Russian influence— 
the hierarchy? 

And in the present and in the long years to 
come there is still to be dealt with the problem 
of the ignorance of the Russian masses, invest- 
ed with the responsibility of universal suffrage. 
What dangers may threaten in their susceptibil- 
ity to fantastic ideas of liberty and demagogic 
appeal? 

But if such handicaps were to hinder, could lib- 
eral rule ever make progress anywhere? This 


which brings Russia’s 9,000,000 square miles of 
territory and 175,000,000 people under actual self- 
government, will carry inspiration around the 
world and incite devoted hopes for a triumph- 
ant success. Surely if democracy has maintained 
itself against many difficulties in China, it has 
a promise of victorious.permanence in Russia.

One morning Duroy, while helping 
to remove wounded from under fire, 
chanced upon a man leaning against 
a tree, with several wounds, any one 
of which appeared to be mortal. Du- 
roy recognized in him a fellow priest. 
the gentle cure of a parish adjoining 
his. This was the story he told as 
Duroy vainly tried to stanch the 
blood from the wounds. 


In the garrison town where he had 
been mobilized, one of his parishion- 
ers, a younger man, had told me he 
was going off to the firing line. The 
map was the father of five children, 
with the sixth coming. The priest, 
owing to a weakness of the lungs, had 
been given a job which prevented his 
being sent to the firing line. An 
idea came to him to take the soldier's 
place and give him his. After two 
days of effort he managed to make 
the substitution. 


“My fine fellow remained behind 
and here I am. Now, my friend, 1 
am going to confess myself, for I feel 
there is need of hurry.” 

How the priest Duroy was wounded 
forms the most dramatic marrative 
in the book.

“In grains, nuts and many fruits, especially bananas, 
is sufficient fat for all necessary pvrposes of heat 
and energy for which people consume such quantities of 
butter. cream and fats that they become loaded with 
surplus supplies, taxing ail the sources to be nour- 
ished. I have proved in my own case, and for count- 
less others, the truth of these statements; have seen
